OTTAWA — When I men- 
tioned that I wanted to write an 
article featuring the daily 
schedule of Yukon MP and Public 
Works Minister Erik Nielsen, 
Julianne Doyle rolled her eyes 
and said, ‘‘I hope you can write a 
blur." 


Doyle should know. She is one 
of three Yukoners on Nielsen’s 
Ottawa staff of 19, the other two 
being Pat Cumming and Iris 
Keller, and she spends much of 
her time trying to locate her boss 
in the maze of bureaucracy that 
is Parliament. 


For instance, when I was 
talking to her, she was waiting __ 
for him to return to his office if 
Room 217 in the West Block. She 
would have approximately a half 


_ hour to talk to him, then he would 


be gone again for the rest of the 
day. 


At this time, Nielsen was over 
in the Charles Tupper Building 
where, at 8:00 a.m., he had met 
with an assistant deputy minister 
to discuss the administration of 
lands still occupied by farmers 
and residents around Montreal’s 
Mirabel Airport. 


_ Immediately following, he had 
a meeting with members of his 
highway division, Jim Fullerton 
(who is in charge of the Alaska 
Highway) and three B.C. 
members of Parliament, to 
familiarize the members with 
transport problems in the Nor- 
thwest. 

At 11:00 a.m. the House of 
Commons would’ meet for 
question period, and it was just 
before this that Doyle would be 
able to brief him. ©

Memo From Erik 
e Land Claims 


Through all the years I have represented Yukoners in Ot- 
tawa, I have been a strong proponent of the rights of our 
native people. Indeed, I was speaking out for those rights 
long before any of the present native organizations existed 
here, and a decade before Trudeau finally awakened to the 
fact that there was such a legal concept as “native rights.” 

In the House of Commons I attacked him strongly for his 
negative stand.

The white spaces on the

preparation for the coming week, 
“and. with some luck, some 
leisure reading, listening to 
music (mostly classical) and the 
-odd loaf of bread’. 


_ He likes cooking. And he likes 
flying and the outdoors, but his 
schedule doesn’t let him do those 
things anymore. eo

pressed by some critics that with 
his | responsibilities as the | 
minister of public works he 
-wouldn’t properly represent the 
Yukon in the House of Commons. 
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That so much of his time is. 
spent in worrying about non- 
Yukon issues such as Mirabel 
airport, his own constituency will 
be buried in one of those five 
signatures books on his desk. 

But Nielsen himself has a 
different view. 


“Tt isn’t hurting my per- 
formance as member for Yukon. 
In fact it enhances my ef- 
fectiveness. But one thing it does 
restrict is the number of times I 
can get home and the length of 
time I can say home.”’ 


“That has been cut 
drastically, but in balance, I 
would think the people of the 
Yukon realize the advantages of 
my being here outweigh the 
disadvantages of not being seen 
on the streets of Whitehorse or 
Watson Lake or where ever in 
Yukon.” 


And he warns not to un- 
derestimate the ability of Mary 
Kay O’Neill, who has been in 
charge of his constituency office 
in Whitehorse for the past six 
years. 


It’s an “exciting challenge’, 
he says, to be a cabinet minister, 
and right now he’s enjoying it 
immensely. 


But that still doesn’t stop him 


‘from leaning back, as he did 


when I was there, and saying, 
with a sigh of relief, “‘Thank God, 
it’s Friday.”
